“Father Prout’’ in real life was the 
Reverend Francis Sylvester Mahony, who 
lived from 1804 to 1866, and who, after 
being a member of the Order of Jesuits, 
abandoned the priesthood in 1832 and 
devoted himself to literature.

Cromiechs. 


While walking from Bal. ybrack to Shan- 
kill the other day, writes a correspondent, 
I saw f . the first time, through a narrow 
gap in the hedge, the Shankill cromlech. 
This ancient monument, which is a fine 
symmetrical specimen, is situated in a 
football field near the point where the 
Killiney-Shankill road crosses the Lough. 
linstown River. The covering stone, 
according to Wakeman, is raised nine feet 
from the grounc, and weighs twelve tons. 
The chamber runs east and west, and the 
whole edifice, though only regarded as a 
cromlech of the second class, is particu- 
larly imprecsive because the grounJ all 
round it is perfectly flat. There is a 
much larger cromiech at Brennanstown, 
near Cabinteely, the covering stone ol 
which is estimated to weich thirty-six 
tons. The n.umber of half-buried rocks 
which surround this so cimen, however, 
suggests that it formed at one time the 
centre of a circle of standing stones. 
Gabriel Béranger. who visited Ireland in 
the latter part of the eighteenth century, 
thought the rocks on the top of the Three- 
Rock Mountain to be cromiechs, but 
modern geologists have pointed out that 
they are natural out-croppings of granite 
which have become exposed through the 
action of the weather.

ISE beginning of the week brought the |

LUSITANIA_SALVAGE. 


A good deal of mystery still surrounds 
the plans of the Lake-Railey expedition, 
which hopes to salvage part of the cargo 
of the Lusitania. Towards the end of 
last year great excitement was created in 
Cork by the announcement that operations 
were to begin at once. Hotel accommoda 
tion was even reserved both here and at 
Kinsale, but since then nothing has 
happencd, and it appears that the 
members of the expedition are still in 
England. | 
As a matter of fact, people acquainted 
with local conditions knew that nothing 
mich could be done before the summer, 
as the Atlantic is far from being a mill- 
d in the early months of the year. 
ba now on, however, conditions are 
likely to improve, and the recent de- 
arture of Captain H. H. Railey from 
ew York may be an indication that 
business is soon to start in earnest. 
But, however soon operations are com- 
menced, it seems unlikely that any 
concrete ‘results will be obtained before 
midsummer. According to the Press 
report, it will take at least three months 
to construct the tube through which the 
salvage party are to descend, and that 
brings us to the middle of July; but. 
whenever the expedition comes, its arrival 
is awaited with the greatest interest.

ITY’S SPRING CLEAN. 


Cork (as was noted recently in this 
column) could do with a wash and brush- 
up, and many citizens have become aware 
ot the fact. At the last meeting of the 
Corporation it was decided to issue a notice 
to householders of the city, asking them 
to take steps to brighten up their premises 
in preparation for the coming tourist 
season. 

In justice to the householders it must 
be said that the same idea has occurred 
to them independently, and the past few 
weeks have witnessed a great activity in 
this respect, notably in tae centre of the 
city. Inquiries. show thatthe painters 
and decorators are doing © exceptionally 
good business, even for this.time of year, 
and hope to improve on it later on when 
the weather has become more settled. 

Painting (or the lack of it) is especially 
noticeable in Cork, where the houses are 
mostiy faced with plaster, and thus a. 
large expenditure is required to keep 
them in good condition. Dublin is a 
inckier city, for its brick houses can never 
quite lose their respectability, no matter 
tow much they may be neglected. 


DEFAULTING RATEPAYERS. 


Mr. Quinlan, the Secretary of Kerry 
County Council, has put forward a novel 
scheme in connection with defaulting rate- 
payers. A great many of these, he sug- 
gests, would be willing to pay if they 
were able to do so, and the idea is that 
they should be employed on the roads at 
the current rate of wages until their 
debt has been worked off. 

At first sight, the scheme appears to 
be an admirable one. The objection that 
it would displace existing workers can be 
countered by the argument that the 
County Council could increase their road 
estimate, and, in the circumstances, lose 
nothing by doing so. Thus, the populace 
would enjoy better roads, and. the de- 
faulters would have the satisfying feeling 
that their duty had been done. 

But one suspects that the facts of 
human nature woald prove too mach for 
Mr. QOuimlan’s scheme. No doubt, many 
of the defaulting ratepayers are genuinely 
grieved that they cannot oblige the col- 
lector, and feel prepared to do anything 
which would remedy the position. But 
how many of them, when it actually came 
to the point. wonld agree to work otf their 
arrears on the roads?

Although there was nothing very gruelling 
about the test, it proved beyond doubt that 
the ordinary Irish owner-driver is not only 
interested in such events, but glad to take 
advantage of proving his own prowess and 
that of his ve cle on level terms with his 
fellow-motorists. Indeéd, so great was the 
interest taken that on Saturday morning be- 
tween sixty and seventy Austin owners ap- 
plied for, and were refused permission, to 
compete, the reason being, of course, that 
entries for the event had closed earlier in 
the week. 

Actually there were sixty-eight valid 
entries, and of these all but two started. 

Weather conditions were ideal, and from 1 
o'clock onwards, when the competitors began 
to assemble, St. Stephen's Green, South. 
presented an aimated spectacle, as ‘‘ baby” 
saloons, sports models, open tourers, and 
coupes took their places. A remarkable fact 
was that more than half of the competitors 
were women drivers, all of whom afterwards 
proved that they could keep excellent time 
through the checks on a rather tricky route. 


BAD ROADS. 


The 45 miles route took in some of the 
dificult country in Counties Dublin and 
Wicklow, and all finished, an excellent proof 
ot the bilities of the drivers and of the 
reliability of their little cars. 

The route led through Rathfarnham to 
Glencree—where the first check was made— 
across the Featherbed Mountain, and thence 
to Enniskerry. There followed a non-stop 
rum, with a secret check, through Kilbride, 


Fork, and back by Old Long Hill and Tina- 
hinch Bridge to Enniskerry, where the final 
check-in was made. Some of the roads, espe- 
cially Red lane, the Calary Bog road and that 
across the Featherbed, were (as they usually 
are after the winter) as bad as could be. 

The success of the rally was due in no 
small measure to the work of the officials.

WHO IS SHAKESPEARE? 


According to Mr. F. X. Murray, M.8c., 
to quote Shakespeare is to quote Bacon. In 
other words, “ He's not confirmed, we may 
deny him yet.” Mr. Murray has ranged 
himself definitely onthe side of the Baconians, 
and this afternoon he will state their case 
in a paper to be read to the English Literary 
Society. Famous among Baconians were 
Bismarck and Cardinal Newman. The lecturer 
traces similarities of style in the two 
acoredited authors, adducing as particular 
evidence extracts from /romus, Bacon's 
diary, and the 76th and 8lst sonnets.

—*“When man has granted to the 
lower animals that escape from physica! pain 
which he so urgently seeks for himself, he 
will have taken one unmistakable step up- 
wards on the ladder of evolution.”

Such seems to be the view of von Bilow, 
who. throughout the book, recurringly attacks 
his successors in office, and sums up the war- 
time situation as: ‘* Morale and attitude of 
German people—Al; political leaderahip— 
Z minus.” 

He attacks Bethmann-Hollweg, the Chan- 
ellor, who had always maintained to the 
Kaiser that peace was not threatened, and 
that he had a complete understanding with 
England. In July, 1914, Bethmann-Hollweg 

very humble and with a pale and wretched 
face,’ met the Kaiser on the railway pilat- 
form and offered to resign, bat the Kaiser 
‘You have cooked this broth and now 
you are going to eat it.” AA a Bélow de- 
clares that the Kaiser did not want war be- 
ause he knew that he was a neuwrasthenic 
without real capacity as a general. The Ger- 
mans, moreover, were ‘‘the most pacific 
pecpie In pre-war Europe.” 


OHIGIN OF WAR. 


The Emperor gave Bilow his views on the 
origin of the war: “In the May of 1913, at 
the celebration festivities for the marriage 
of Princess Victoria Louise te the Duke of 
Brunswick, the King of England, his cousin. 
and hts other cousin, the Tzar of Russia, had 
conspired together to |stray him! History 
showed no greater perfidy. His ‘cousins and 
colleagues’ had led the poor child to her 
marriage altar with guile and treachery im 
their hearts! Together they had plotted his 
betrayal, for which God would punish them 
some day. 

“ His Majesty told how, on the eve of the 
wedding, he had entered unawares, in Berlin 
Castle, the apartments of his consin, the 
King of England, whom he had surprised in 
close conference with the Tzar. h had 
started to their feet. He could see now that 
this had been the moment when the two 
were putting their final touches to a plot 
for falling upon Germany. The Trar's in- 
gratitude was revolting; he had always been 
the Tzar’s close friend. 

As for ' Georgie,” all the Emperor had 
to say was that Queen Victoria, their grand- 
mother, must have turned m her grave at 
the spectacle of her British grandson flinging 
down the gauntlet to the German.

The Belfast City Coroner, Dr. James 
Graham, held an inquest to-day oh the body 
of Robert James Patton (45), of Palestine 
street, belfast. 

Thomas Shanks said that he saw a 
Corporation handcart coming towards Bel- 
fast. One man was between the shafts and 
two other men were walking beside it. When 
about 84 feet away witness saw a motor 
lorry coming from baine at a fast rate. 
The lorry cut out to pass the handcart, but 
did not cut out far enough. It then seemed 
to cut in again, with the result that the 
lorry hit the man in the shafts, who dropped 
the cart. The man on the left of the cart 
was caught by the lorry and dragged for 
about feet. The lorry continued across 
the road, mounted the footpath and went 
right over the hedge. 
the lorry then got out and his face was 
covered ‘with blood. 

In answer to Mr. Gregson, witness said 
that in his opimion the fact that the lorry 
did not pull out far enough when passing 
the cart was the cause of the accident. 

The Coroner returned an open verdict, and 
said that this particular section of the road 
from Lisburn to Belfast appeared to be one 
of the most dangerous abont Belfast. He 
was of the opinion that the driver of the 
lorry had shown extreme carelessness.

«s a victory for themselves; and, while 
they have continued to occupy their old 
pitch, nobody has disturbed them,’ Never- 
theless, they are still regarded as a 
nuisance—for they do no little damage 
and make a mesa of the Downs—and their 
right to camp is not admitted. The only 
question. is whether any attempt to drive 
them off would be worth the labour ex- 
pended on it. In any case, we doubt very 
much if the ordinary patrons of Epsom 
would be pleased. The gipsies’ encamp- 
ment is a show-place,
